' New Money being the common re- 
ceipt, and ſtandard of all the world, as 
to commerce and communiry, one with 
another , that Nation that "hath moſt 
Money, or Goods Money worth, muſt 
needs be moſt ſubſtantial and wealthy. * 
And Money is gotten cither naturally 
by digging it out of the Mines, or elle 
by Trade and Manufactury, ſupplying 
thoſe which have money with ſuch 
things as they want : and fo fetching of 
it to us by Merchandiſc, The firſt way we 
want, the having of itin the Mine, and 
therefore muſt have recourſe to theſes 
cond, of Trade', Manufacture, "ayd 
things Moncy worth.

For Exportation is gain, bur all 
Commodities _—_— is loſs, but rea- 
dy Silver or ſuch Commodities, that be- 
ing carried out again brings in Silver 
from other Nations, 
No Cuſtoms, or very ſmall, ſhould 
be paid for Exportation of our own Ma- 
nufatures. It were better to advance 


the Kings Revenue any other "_ 
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by gaining Cuſtom on our own Com- 
modiries, which hinders Exportation, 
ar to encourage 'Foreign Commaditics 
that we can make here to advance the 
Cuſtoms. 

For as too much Importation is the 
ruine of Trade and ay ſo Ex- 
portation is the life of them both: For 
we can never Export too much, but the 
more we do, the more ftil] will be our 
benefit, which alſo procures greater Im- 
portation to profit as well as advance of 
Cuſtoms and Navigation : For ler us 
but Export three times the Commodiries 
we do, and we ſhall Import twice the 
Commodities wedo, and yet be gainers
